NOTICE  TO  ATTORNEYS 

April  27,  1992 


Government  Code  Section  68926.1  requires  a  party  filing  a  notice  of  appeal  or  cross-appeal  in  any 
type  of  civil  case  to  also  concurrently  therewith  deposit  $50.0C  vith  the  clerk  as  a  credit  against  the 
preparation  charges  or  for  the  clerk’s  transcript  or  indexing  in  lieu  thereof.  This  deposit  shall  be 
forfeited  in  the  event  of  abandonment  or  dismissal  of  appeal  prior  to  filing  of  the  record  in  the 
reviewing  court. 

The  $50.00  fee  is  IN  ADDiTiON  to  tne  prevailing  filing  fee  for  the  Court  of  Appeal,  which  is  currently 
$200.00.  If  the  $200.00  filing  fee  IS  NOT  submitted  at  the  time  of  filing  an  appeal  or  cross-appeal, 
the  Court  of  Appeal  may  dismiss  your  case  pursuant  to  Rule  10(a),  California  Rules  of  Court. 

When  filing  a  "request  for  reporter’s  transcript",  please  refer  to  Rule  4(a),  California  Rules  of  Court 
which  reads  as  follows: 

"The  notice  filed  with  the  clerk  SHALL  BE  accompanied  by  a  deposit  of  the  approximate  cost 
of  the  transcript,  either  (1)  pursuant  to  a  written  estimate  secured  from  the  reporter  in  advance, 
or  (2)  computed  at  $325  per  fraction  of  a  day’s  proceedings  that  appellant  or  counsel  states 
did  not  exceed  three  hours,  or  $650  per  day  or  fraction  of  a  day’s  proceedings  greater  than 
three  hours,  to  be  transcribed." 

The  written  estimate  should  accompany  your  designation  at  the  time  of  filing. 

Rule  4(a)  also  reads: 

"The  clerk  SHALL  NOT  file  the  notice  unless  it  is  accompanied  by  the  deposit,  a  waiver  of 
deposit  issued  by  the  reporter,  or  a  court  order  relieving  the  appellant  of  the  obligation  of 
making  the  deposit," 

If  your  designation  does  not  give  the  specific  dates  of  proceedings  you  wish  to  nave  included  in  your 
reporter’s  transcript  the  designation  will  be  rejected  and  returned  to  you. 

If  you  submit  your  deposit/waiver  more  than  10  days  after  the  filing  of  your  Notice  of  Appeal,  your 
request  for  reporter’s  transcript  will  not  be  accepted  and  your  appeal  will  be  placed  in  default.  When 
filing  a  "request  for  the  reporter’s  transcript"  after  the  notice  of  appeal  has  been  filed,  please  attach 
the  face  sheet  of  the  conformed  copy  of  the  notice  of  appeal. 

To  facilitate  the  processing  of  your  case,  it  is  suggested  that  when  filing  a  notice  of  appeal  you  file 
this  document  as  well  as  all  subsequent  appeal  documents  directly  with  the  Central  Civil  Appeals  Unit 
located  at  the  above  address.  If  this  cannot  be  done,  ALL  appeal  documents  and  their  respective 
filing  fees  (with  the  exception  of  an  abandonment  of  appeal)  should  be  filed  in  the  district  which  has 
jurisdiction  of  your  Superior  Court  Case. 


Please  be  advised  that  it  is  pertinent  that  the  Central  Civil  Appeals  Unit  have  record  of  any  changes 
of  address,  phone  number,  substitution  of  attorney  or  association  of  counsel  filed  prior  to  the  appeal 
being  filed  in  the  reviewing  court.
